THE APPLICATION OF SCIENCE TO INDUSTRY. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ‘‘ MORNING Post.” 


S1R,—The Prime Minister of Australia, Mr. Hughes, has recently addressed himself to 
this problem. He convened a meeting of representatives of Universities and other public 
bodies, which submitted to his Cabinet proposals for the establishment of a National 
Laboratory and for the co-ordination of research activities, together with an extension of 
education in science. So far as I am aware, this is the first occasion on which a Government 
in the British Empire has formally attacked the problem of placing industry on a scientific 
basis ; it is consequently an occasion of great importance, not only to Australia but to the 
Empire, and I venture, in the following letter, to discuss the proposals and to indicate the 
principles which I believe to be essential to complete success. 

The steps proposed to be taken in Australia to effect the reorganisation of the nation are 
eminently desirable so far as they go, but they represent but a small and not the most important 
part of the work. Unless supplemented by a far more comprehensive and deep-seated 
movement these efforts will remain an exotic, detached to an extent, like the Universities, 
from the common life of the people. What is really required is not only the solution of certain 
definite problems or the production of a few eminent men, desirable as those ends may be: 
it is the conversion of the mass of the people to a scientific habit of thought, and the consequent 
production of a respect for and appreciation of knowledge. It is in this regard that 
Germany differs profoundly from most other countries, and it is for us to inquire how this 
desirable result has been achieved. 

When an attempt is made to examine the difference between Germany and Britain as 
presented in practical form the matter resolves itself into one simple and definite problem. 
In the greater part of Germany all adolescents between the ages of fourteen and eighteen in 
the case of males, and fourteen and sixteen in the case of females, receive a compulsory trade 
education im the daytime, which absorbs eight hours a week in the case of men and six hours 
a week in the case of women. This education provides not only efficient training in a particular 
trade but a knowledge of the scientific basis of that trade and the manner in which it is 
connected with the social organisation in general. It further comprises the inculcation of the 
morality of citizenship ; each student is reminded that the efficient and thorough discharge 
of his day’s work is not only of service to himself but represents an act of patriotism on his 
part, the principle, be it remembered, adopted by Dr. Booker Washington. It is from this 
source that Germany has mainly derived her greatness, and we can well afford to adopt this 
method while we completely ignore her political system and her national immorality. No 
application of science to industry will really succeed in producing great results until the mass 
of the people are educated by some such method. It is usually only from a broad plateau 
that a lofty peak ascends, and the number of leaders who are capable of effecting great 
national results will depend on the quantity of efficient human material which they are allowed 
to handle. It is to be hoped that the proposals of Mr. Hughes for applying science to industry 
will succeed, and that every support will be given to them, but I also hope that Englishmen 
will clearly recognise the fact that success of the first order cannot be obtained unless it is 
supplemented by a system of national and broad scientific education. Even so great a change 
would not be difficult to bring about, and it would not be very expensive. I can see 
no reason why the inhabitants of the Empire during the war should not follow the direction 
given to his subjects by the Emperor of Japan during the war of 1904 and prepare for peace 
by adopting advanced educational methods in the midst of the struggle. The manner in which 
Japan has recovered from absolute exhaustion illustrates the wise prevision of her Imperial 
leader. 

There is yet another and even greater aspect of the problem which requires consideration. 
How can we hope to manage sensibly the greatest and most complicated Empire the world 
has ever seen unless each individual citizen is trained to a maximum of efficiency? The 
spectacle of the results of German thoroughness is being closely watched by many other 
nations, and if we are to hold our own we must be prepared to take part after the war in a 
peaceful industrial struggle of great intensity between peoples who have learnt the lesson. 
There is no short-cut to success, and laboratories and committees alone will not achieve it, 
but the adoption of a great national ideal, viz., the highest possible development of each unit, 
may render laboratories and committees of great service as integral parts of a peaceful 
evolution. As the Governor-General of Australia put it, we want each citizen to be able and 
willing, Atlas-like, to shoulder his or her share of the burden of Empire.—Yours, &c.,
